(+) The class to which each tenant belongs, that is to say, whether he is a tenure- 
holder, yaiyat holding at fixed rates, settled raiyat, occupancy raiyat, non- 
occupancy raiyat or under-raiyat, and if he is a tenure-holder, whether he is a 
permanent tenure-holder or not, and whether his rent is liable to enhancement 
during the continuance of his tenure. 

(c) The situation, quantity and one or more of the boundaries of the land held by each 
tenant or ocoupier. 

(d) The name of each tenant's landlord. 

(e) The rent payable at the time the record of rights is being prepared. 

(7) The mode in which that rent has been fixed, whether by contract, by order of a 
Court, or otherwise. 

(g) If the rent is a gradually increasing rent, the time at which, and the steps by 
which, it increases. 

(h) The special conditions and incidents, if any, of the tenanoy. 

(‘) The name of each proprietor, including rent-free owner, with the character and 
extent of his interest,-and the situation, ‘quantity and one or more of the 
boundaries of the proprietor’s private lands, as defined in Chapter XI of the Act. 

(y) If the land is slanee to be held rent-free, whether or not rent is actually paid, or 
if not paid, whether or not the occupant is entitled to hold the land without 
peyment of rent, and, if so entitled, under what authority.

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5. The Committee regret the delay which has occurred in the comple- 
tion of their work. They met for the first time on the 24th April 1899, and 
on the Lith of the following month reported to Government that the inform- 
ation Jaid before them in the form of plans and estimates was insufficient’; but 
that they were ready to submit such a report as they. could on the materials 
supplied, if it were considered better to do so than to await the additional 
figures called for, and those which they proposed to collect. ‘The decision of 
Government was in favour of further enquiry. It will be understood that the 
scheme to be examined was that of a Syndicate formed in London, and that 
the Committees expected this body to supply such details as would render 
professional examination possible. The Syndicate declared themselves quite 
ready to do so, if reasonable expectation were afforded of the adoption of 
their proposals ; but as such encouragement was not given, they did not, in fact, 
supply the materials wanted, Under the circumstances, the Committee did 
not think it necessary to spend money on local enquiries as to the value of 
land to be acquired, &c., which would have supplied but a portion of the data 
requisite. 

4. The Committee are strongly impressed by the representation of the 
advantages which would attend the connection by railway of the two termini 
in Calcutta, that at Howrah, on the right of the river, and that at) Sealdah ‘on 
the left bauk, Towards these the lines of the west and south ‘of ‘India, and 
those of Kast and North Bengal, respectively, converge, «nd it seems high time 
that the two systems should be united, Passenger traffic is impeded by the 
fact that the existing stations are on the outskirts of the town, so that the 
multitude of clerks and other employés who come daily to Calcutta have to 
make their way to the business quarter as best they can. Anything done for 
their convenience would facilitate trade and the work in public offices: it 
would also bring profit to the railways by increasing traffic in this form. The 
Syndicate in their report also draw attention to the following considerations in 
favour of such a meusure :-— . 


(1) The advent of the Kast Coast and Bengal-Nagpur Railways, and the 
necessity for connecting them by a direct unbroken line of Railway with 
Calcutta and the Docks, thereby saying the risk, éxpense and delay of working 
all their goods traflic by a wayon -ferry, which can be worked by daylight . 
only, : } 
Ye) The necessity of completing the proposed: East. Indian Railway 
Burdwan-Howrah Chord, or the. quadrupling. of the existing line, or the 
alternative Bankura Howrah line, whichever may be decided. upon by its 
natural connection with the Jetties. and Docks, vd the Permanent Bridge and 
the Junction Railway, 

(3) The provision of space at Howrah for the necessary extension of the 
goods depot there, . 

(4) The connection of the Howrah Mart with the Jetties and Docks by a 
direct line of rails, necessary to facilitate the export trade, eg., by the prompt 
supply of produce required to complete cargoes, when direct shipment of, goods 
from up-country may fail to arrive in time, obviating demurrage, and the 
delay and expense of boating produce from Howrah to the Docks. 

(5) ‘l'he separation of passenger from goods traffic, a necessity long since 
recognised in all cities of commercial importance, thereby obviating confusion 
in the main thoroughfares and the inconvenience of passengers having to cross 
all carted goods at Howrah, BE 

Projects for the purpose have been frequently” put forward: a scheme 
similar to that of the vance? was approved by a representative ‘Committee 
and by a Committee of Engineers in 1882, ' 

5. For the purpose of connecting the two termini, three plans have been 
suggested, cach possessing distinet advantages. The first is that of the Syndi- 
cate, which,.as has been stated, is:practically the same as'that approved by the 
General Committee in 1882) Lt is for a line through the heart of the city, any 
nearly direct, with a bridge near to that now in use, and a Central Railwad 
Station designed to receive the bnik of the passengers to Caleutta, from what- 
ever point they come, The Committee at its first meeting resolyed that, financial 
considerations apart, this plan. is the. best. They have approved the site of 
the bridge and that of the, railway station, also the genoral direction of the 
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railway, as given inthe revised scheme of the Syndicate, No exception has 
been taken to any part of the proposed work. 

6. But the expense of this project will be very heavy, much greater than 
the Syndicate contemplated whieh they first proposed to carry-it out. The 
original estimate was. for Rs. 1,50,00,000, the second for Ks, 3,46,50,060, the’ 
third for Rs. 4,12,50,000, wiile the professional member of the Committee 
who has examined the subject advises that the cost will not be less than 
Rs. 7,22,00,009,. The Syndicate at first asked for aid in the form of a toll of 14 
ve per maund on all goods traftic, excepting minerals, received at, or despatched 

rom, all Caleutta stations of the connected railways, including the Kidderpore 
Docks. This toll was to be taken from the goods indicated whether they used 
the new railway or not. The proposal, which at first sight appears strange, 
has been justified by reference to the fact that a toll of two pies a maund was 
imposed by Government under Bengal Act IX of 1871 for the building of the 
existing bridge at Howrah; that no increase was made in the railway rates 
when it was put on, and mo reduction when it was taken off, so that it was paid 
by these companies without any burden upon trade. ‘The precedent has also 
been quoted of the Kidderpore Docks toll. At a subsequent stage, as the 
estimates rose in amount, the Syndicate reported that they would also require 
a Government guarantee of 2} per cent. income on the outlay. 

7. The Committee are distinctly opposed to levying a. toll. for the 
construction of the railway bridge and central station on goods which are not 
conveyed over any of these works. ‘l'o do so appears to be unreasonable, 
The precedent, of 1871. is, indeed, in favour of such a course: but it is to be 
remembered that the toll then imposed was objected to by the Chamber of 
Commeree, the Port Commissioners and the Select Committee of the Legisla- 
tive Council. Moreover, it never took effect in the sense to which the objection 
of the Committee applies,’ that is by being really imposed on the goods, for the 
railways pitid it. 

8. Lf the proposed toll be abandoned, the funds for the work would be 
most naturally supplied by the railways, This is, indeed, the intention of the 

Syndicate. It seems to the Committee erfectly fair to require that the 
Companies, which undertake to convey goods and passengers to Calcutta, shall 
do'so in a manner suitable to the requirements of traflic, and they believe that 
there is nothing in the financial position of the railways which suggests that 
they should ‘be exempted from the operation of this rule.” And if the railways 
are to pay, it follows that they should have in their hands the control of the 
works The claim of the Syndicate to preference on the ground that the 
scheme is of their devising is met by the fact that the project is nearly as old 
as the Calcutta, Railways, it was ,examtined by a Committee in 1865, and, as has 

, been stated, by two Committees in 1882. 

9. Unfortunately the representatives of the railways have a decided 
objection to.undertaking the work. In view of this fact, it was proposed that, 
if they declined to do so, the toll, which forms the financial basis of the schome 
when given, into the hands of any other agency, should be approved, with the 
proviso that the payments should be made out of the geaeral revenue of the 
railways, and not by any special impost on the goods, On this motion the 
division was as follows :—

10. In the face of the reluctance of the railway authorities either to carry 
out the project or supply the Syndicate with the means of doing so, the Committee 
see little chance of the scheme in its entirety being sanctioned for immediate 
execution. Under the circumstances, it seems desirable to fall back on tne 
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second of the plans under consideration, that of constructing the bridge” and 
connecting railways in the manner indicated by the Syndicate, but with 
platform stations only. This would obyiate a great part of the proposed 
expenditure, the part sayed being that as to the estimate of which there is the 
‘greatest uncertainty, namely, the acquisition of land in the heart of the town. 
It would always be possible to add to the project the building of a central 
station, should this be found necessary: meanwhiie the greater part of the 
advantages contemplated would be obtained ‘at a cost on the payment of which 
by the railways Government might properly insist. 

11. Messrs. Gemmell, Apcar, Me ewan and Elworthy thought that a line 
such as that described might most conveniently be constructed in connection with 
the proposed new railway from Bankura to Howrab. It is well known that some- 
thing has to be done to relieve the congestion on the lower sections of the East 
Indian Railway ; but whether this should be effected by opening out the alterna- 
tive route indicated, or by increasing the permanent-way of the existing line, 
some of the Committee are unable to say. In any case, they consider that a 
scheme for facilitating communications between Howrah and wealdah has merits 
of its own, quite independent of those which may attend a project to be carried 
out elsewhere. 

12. If the financial objection should prove fatal even to this reduced 
form of the original scheme, there remains that cf a bridge at Cossipore, and 
a railway by this suburban route, connecting Howrah and Sea dah. As 
pointed out by Mr, Wynne, a bridge at Cossipore would be much cheaper than 
one at Armenian Ghat, as it need not be so raised as to be adapted to the 

yassage of ships, and the river is narrower. The land would cost very much, 
ess. It would, moreover, be more acceptable to the section of the public 
which dreads the disturbance of householders in their possessions, and the 
smoke and noise incidental to a central line. The Committee were 80 
far unanimous on the subject that out of nine members present, six were 
in favour of the route, if the other could not be used, while the remaining 
three found that if there is to be a bridge anywhere in Caleutta, it should be 
at Cossipore. ; 

13. The Government of Bengal have put a number of specific questions 
to the Committee. These are replied to in Appendix I attached to the 
report. 

14. he observations or dissents which have been submitted by Mr. 
Wynne, Mr. Douglas, Mr. Ghosal'and Babu Joy Gobind Law are printed in 
Appendix II.

Tux proposals of the Syndicate as originally put forward consisted of two separate 
schemes— 
(a) A Railway connecting Howrah with Sealdah with a junction line 1 
Commissioner’s Railway, including a bridge over Sig Heegiils mad a 
(b) An Avenue, called Woodburn Avenue, through which the Railway was to run. 


* Tho financial arrangements to carry out (a) wore based on all the three Railways 
concerned agreeing to pay a speoial toll on all goods they carried to and from Oaloutta. 

To carry out (4), the Government of India were asked to sell the land required for the 
Avenue to a Company for sixty lakhs of rupees. If the cost of the land and compensation 
exceeded pm Pipircty the ig werent wore to pay the difference. 

The icate’s seoond proposals wero practically the same as the first wit! i 
of the alana across the Hooghly cieied. e d h tho design 

Tho Syndicate’s third proposals now under considerati on are also practically the same as 
regards works to be carried out. Where the differonce comes in is that the method under

Fowrah by tho East Indian Railway, Eastern Bengal State Railway and Bengal-Nagpur

Railway the third proposal now being considered this special toll is still to bo levied, but as 
this will not bo nearly sufficient to produce the Revenue necessary to show the scheme is a 
sound one, the Goverament of India are asked to give somo form of guarantee, as the 
caloulations on which two-thirds of the Revenue are estimated were such as * would render it 
difficult to place the undertaking on the English market without some form of guarantes,” 

Tho gross Revenue to be earned by an expenditure of Rs, 4,12,50,000 of capital is 
estimated at Rs. 19,55,855. Of this sum, only Rs, 6,30,855 is a fairly certain asset, and 
represents the special toll on the Railways. 

ho balance of Revenue (Rs. 12,25,000) is conjectural, and, as pointed out in the Syndi- 
cate’s letter of tho 29th August 1899, “is not susceptible of verified calculations.” 

‘As tho three Railways declined to accept the griginul Propose based as it was on thoir 
paying as cial toli on all goods, whether they crossed the bridge or not, it is clear the 
estimated Revenue of Rs. 6,30,855 from the toll cannot be relied on. 

Practically, therefore, the scheme, if it is carried out, must be made by oapital, all raised 
under rantee. The Syndicate admit this for two-thirds of the capital (see paragraph 14), 
The balance, with the Railways declining to commit themselves to pay the special toll, must 
obviously be movided for in the same way. Under paragraph 9, they appear to ask for a 
guarantee for the whole capital. sale 

As regards the three Railways concerned, therefore the situation has altered. 

Té the scheme is to be carried out by oapital raised under the parent of the Governe 
ment of India and the Railways are freed from any liability of having to pay a special toll 
on all their goods in and out of Caleutta, and any liability to have to meet the guaranteed 
interest charges, they can have no objection to the construction of a Central Railway and 
bridge across the Hooghly at Howrah. re 

re is obviously of advantage from the Railway's point of view to have a second Railway 
bridge across the ooghly if they had not got to pay for it, while at the same time securing 
its use for any one of their traffic that may want to usoit, 

Whether such an expenditure of capital would be justifiod is for the Government of 
India to say, as they would be liable to have to meet the interest charges on all the capital

To make such an undertaking of ‘any value, the Syndicate would have to deposit hs 
security a sufficiently large sum of money to cover any ponte excess over the estimate, and 
this sum would have to be deposited outside the = tal raised under the Government of 
India’s guarantee, a piece of financing it is hardly likely the Syndicate would face. : 

If the schome is to be carried out by a guarantee, it alters its character at once, and 
becomes one of the many Railway schemes that the, Government of India is being constantly 
pressed to carry out with its own resources. It may be called private enterprise, but it is 
not so. . 

The effect of the guarantee is to bring it within the Railway programme which governs 
the amount of money either actually provided or raised by guarantee that may be annually 
spent by the Government of India on Railway projects. ; 

The only point on which this Committee can advise, therefore, if a guarantéo is to be 
iven is the position of the scheme in relation to the various other demands of the trade of 
engal on the Government of India for increased Railway facilities. 

There are many projects connected with Bengal that are of urgent importance, 1 may 

mention a few— 


(a) Better communication between the coal-fields and place of export. ~ 
(4) Inerease of rolling stock to nga. fa 

(c) Extensions of the Eastern Bengal State Railway. 

(d) Alternative route to the North-West Provinces, 

(e) Opening out of Chota Nagpur. 


The Government of India have claims from all parts for a share of its capital or credit 
for expending on Railways in India. 

The point for this Committee to decide, therefore, is whether they would place this 
solfeme in the front rank of all Railway schomes in which Calcutta and the Trade of Bengal 
is interested and if they would recommend it as a project to be undertaken by Government 
before any of the other projects in which Bengal is interested are put in hand. 

To my mind the Central Railway project belongs to a olass of scheme that, every one 
will admit, would be very useful if carried out, but which financial consideration woud not 


justify. 

: Trery one would admit that it would be an excellent thing to clear all the bustees out of 
Celeutta, and build model buildings for the perce, It would be diffiquit to raise money for 
this purpose, however useful the project may be. + 

A system of overhead lines running to and connecting all parts.of Calcutta would be a 
great convenience. Its cost would be prohibitive. 

‘he Central Railway Scheme is in the same category. It has also the strong argument 
agaiust it that a connection already exists between the Howrah and Calcutta sides of the river 
at Hooghly, and so will not provide a facility that does not at present exist. Trade has at 

resent access to the Caleutta side by the Jubilee Bridge at Hooghly, and is not hampered 
‘or want of Railway communication between one side of the Hooghly or the other. 

Great stress is laid in paragraphs 16 and 17 of the Syndicate’s letter of the 23th August 
on the @tal importance of the project in maintaining the present use of the Howrah station as 
the produce mart of Calcutta. It is claimed the Central Railway will save the cost, damage 
and delay of tho present system of unloading all goods at Howrah, reloading into boats, and 
boating them down the river to the Docks. 

To meet this difficulty the Port Commissioners have spent a very large sum of money in 
providing grain sheds at the Docks where grain can be. bought, sold, sampled, rebagged and 
tallied whether its ultimate destination is for export or local consumption. 

If the grain is not sold at the Docks, it can be sent. to the owner’s godowns by the Port 
Commissioners’ railway or boated by the boat canal as may be desired, * 

~ We therefere have, as the chief argument for the Central Railway Scheme, the necessity 
for keeping up the present system of business at Howrah when large sums of money are now 
being spent practically by Government-to do away with Howrah and the present system of 
business there as much as possible. 

With regard to the suggestion mado in the Histories of Railway Projects compiled for 
the Viooregal Conference papers of 1899, on which I understand the Committee are asked to 
exprors their views. : 

The suggestion made is that the construction of the Central Station and the proposed 
Avenue should be deferred, and only the permanent bridge be constructed at present, the three 
Railways interested, viz., the East Indian, Hestern Bengal and Bengal-Nagpur taking up the 

rojects as a joint work. It must obviously be also intended to include the connection. 
tween the bridge and Sealdah. To make the bridge only would be of no use. 

It is further suggested, ‘‘if this were done, the money would probably be readily forth- 
coming, and an immediate profit would be seoured if the bridge were made part of a project 
for a line from Howrah to-Bankura. The line would be about 95 miles Jong, and run on 
the left bank of the Roopnarain river, and with an estimated cost of one pom the line and 
24 crores for the bridge and its approaches, the scheme would cost approximately 84 crores, 
the interest on which at 3.per cent. would be ten and a half Jakhs of Assuming the 
new line to earn Rs. 200 per mile per week net, Rs. 9°9 lakhs would bo available towards 
the 104 lakhs, and the - balance ine be made up by a toll on foot-passengers and other 
traffic crossing the bridge on the road.” Bis st : 

The value of this suggestion as a commercial {ransaction depends on whether the 
estimated cost of the project is a reasonable one on not. On referring to the suggestion, it 
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will -be noticed that the Bankura-Howrah line is to be constructed to avoid the necessity of 
the Burdwan-Howrah chord or anadrapl the line between Sitarampore and flowrab. 
~The Bankura-Howrah line must, therefore, bea double line. Its loneth is put at 95 
ae Re cost at one crore of rupees, or Rs. 1,05,278 a mile. This is the cost of a single 

ine.only, , 
: A oe in caleulating the earnings of the project, it is proposed to make up the deflcienoy 
of interest by. placing a toll on the new bridge. Part of the scheme, therefore, is to close the 
present free road bridge at Howrah, aud substitute one on which tolls are to be paid by all 
passengers and traffic using it. 

“I will now endeavour to make an estimate of — 


(a) The cost of the Bankura-Howrah line. constructed as a double line. 
~. (2) ‘The cost of bridge and connection with Sealdah. 


Tn 1890, Mr. Horace Bell made a reconnaissance and report on the line from Purulia to 
Howrah vid Bankura, His estimate was for a single line, and he put the cost of the project 
at Rs. 1,95,00,000 for 147 miles, or Rs. 1,32,000 a mile, Betweon Bankura and Howrah the 
Damooda river has to be crossed. In the area the line would have to run across the 
Damooda river spills all oyer the country side, the width, according to Mr. Bell, varying from 
3 to 7} miles with water from’ 3 to 14 feet deop. Out of the total estimate of Rs. 1,95,00,000 
he caloulates Rs. 47,32,000 would be spent on crossing the Damooda and its spill flood in a 
distance of about 64 miles. 

Further Mr. Bell makes the following remarks :— 

“It will thus be seen that the crossing of this river is very far from being, as represented 
by the promoters of an extension of the Tarkesser line, an obstacle that can be ‘easily and 
cheaply provided for,’ and it may even be doubted whether with this heavy expenditure 
this ney ngs be held to be absolutely free from the risk of breach or serious damage in a 
heavy flood.” 

; ma addition to the Damooda river, the Roopnarain has also to be crossed before Howrah 
is reached. 

Mr. Bell estimated the cost of asingle line from Purulia to Howrah at Rs. 1,52,368 a 
mile, the section from Purulia to Bankura presenting no particular difficulties. For a double 
line this would be Rs, 2,64,000 a mile approximately. 

In the light of Mr. Bell’s remarks and figures I have quoted as to the cost of bridging 
the Damocda 1 would put not the cost of a double line from Bankura to Howrah at not less 
three three lakhs of rupees per mile, or for 95 miles a sum total of Rs. 2,85,00,000. 

Next as to (4), the vost of the proposed bridge and connection with Sealdah. 

When dealing with the cost of the Syndicate’s proposals at the previous meetings of the 
Committee, I estimated the oost of the project, excluding the cost of building Woodburn 
Avenue, at 621 lakhs of rupees. 

The portions of the original project it is proposed should be excluded from the scheme 
proposed in the Histories of Aailways are— 


(1) The connection between the Central Railway and the Port Commissioners’ line. 
(2) The Central Station. .

Whether anything should be deducted for interest paid out of capital during construc- 
tion and establishment and Home charges depends on the exact way in which the money 18 
raised. . 

“The suggéstion made in the Histories of Railways is that the money required could be 
yeadily raieed hy the Railways who were to carry out the scheme. 

No money could be raised for the scheme without a Government guarantee as the finan- 
cial arrangements of the Railway Companies now stand. Raised under these terms, the 
Government of India would have to bear the cost of the interest payable during construction 
and the fairest way would, no doubt, be to place this us a debit against capital. 

No deduction can be made, therefore, on that account. : , 

With regard to establishment and Home charges, there would be some debits for this, 
and the cost of survey will all have to be paid for. 

The figure 30 lakhs I previously estimated for may be reduced, perhaps, to 20 lakhs. 

‘Against this deduction, however, must be noted that, in my original estimate, I only 
allowed Rs. 25,00,000 as the cost of the Railway share of the land for Woodburn Avenue, As 
the cost of the land for that project. was to be provided for by @ separate Company, my esti- 
mate of Rs. 25,00,000 being merely an allowance for the right ot the Railway to use the 
Avenue, **"* 
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Though the scheme under consideration does not contemplate the oonstruction of an 
Avenue like the Harrison Road with the Railway running down the centre of it, yet it 
requires that a cut should be made right through the site of Woodburn Avenue in order to 
carry the line to Sealdah. 

The exact area of land required cannot be taken up, as properties are so irregular and it 
will be necessary to take up a considerably larger area than is actually needed. 

I would put the cost of the land for this cut at Rs. 40,00,000, viz., Ks. 15,00,000 more 
than I originally allowed.

I adhore to the figures of my original estimate as a basis, because it appears to me that 
no new plans have been prepared for this third proposal, and because[ find that the Syndicate 
have increased their latest estimate for precisely the same works as before from Rs. 1,86,50,000 
to Rs. 2,74,2& 000, excluding the new thoroughfare. 

The value of estimates which jamp from Rs 1,86,50,000 to Re, 2,74,25,000 simply 
because the figures were subjected to general criticism shows on what very insecure foundation 
they were bused and how likely they are tu be enormously exoeeded when the scheme had 
actually to be carmed out. 

Following now the caloulations of the probable financial results of the ‘ suggestion” on 
the figures I have deduced, we get these results :—

Interest at 3 per cont. on Rs. 7,13,00,000 is Rs. 21,839,000. 

To earn this 21 lakhs the cost of working has to be adder. 

The up-keep of the bridge, and viaducts will be a heavy item. 

I would put the working expenses at close on 50 per cent. of the gross receipts. 

On this, basis 40 lakhs would have to be earned yearly to seoure a net result of 
Rs, 21,839,000, so that a 3 per cent. dividend might be paid. 

This would require receipts of Rs. 800 a mile a week, 

Tho East Indian Railway at the preseat moment during the busiest time they have 
ever had are earning Rs, 800 a mile a week. 

It ig not clear where the traffic is coming from that would enable the “ suggestion ” 
scheme to earn the same results. 

The scheme will rely for its traffic on the diversion of existing traffic from the East- 
Indian Railway and any additional traffic of the future. The diversion of traffic from 
East Indian Kailway must reduce the earnings of that railway and the amount of new 
traffic required to earn 3 per cent. on an expenditure of 7 crores will be very large indeed. 

Admitting that relief is required to the present Hast Indian Railway traific, the chief 
item of traffic that requires to be dealt with is coal. 

As at present arranged, all export ooal seeks the Docks, Whether any new depét for 
loading export coal at some other site than the Docks will be eventually oreated is, at the 
present moment, uncertain. Until this is settled, it would seem wise to hesitate committing 
the State to a scheme that may not be suitable, 

Looking at it from the point of view of the coal traffic, the expenditure of 422 lakhs to 
get coal from Howrah to the Docks does not seem justified, as coal has at present a straight 
run to the Dooks via the Jubilee Bridge. 

In conclusion, for the reasons I have given, I propose the following resolution :—

CALCUTTA CENTRAL RAILWAY SCHEME. 


Im this connexion we have to consider three main proposals, which are as follows : — 


I. The erection of a eecond Rathoay bridge cver the Hooghly at Howrah. 

LL. The construction of a Railway line connecting the bridge with the railways on both 

sides of the ricer, and running through the centre of the city. 

ITI. The building of a Central Passenger Station within the heart of Calcutta. 

I. Let me first take up the question of the desirability of a second permanent railway 
bridge ever the Hooghly, Why should it be constructed ? What is its utility or necessity P 
‘The reason is not far to seek. Such a bridge will facilitate the communication between the 
coal fields and the docks, by providing another direct unbroken line of — For the 

Soe, es ee wagon aig xt oa er Spe B.-N. agp 
sr’s proposal, last paragraph, cannot be said to a very desirable arrangement, as' it 
as ne involves a great deal of risk, expense, and delay. Thus in 
the caso of B.-N. R. trains, it would obviate the necessity of travelling an extra 48 miles rid 
Hooghly and Naihati to the docks. It would also prevent interruption to passenger traffic, 
should the existing Floating Bridge at Howrah fail. Moreover, 8 ould any accident happen 
to the Jubilee bridge at Hooghly—and the possibility of such an accident is already 
apprehended by certain persons,—the traffic across the river would not a ee be stopped 
if there is an alternative railway bridge. It may be mentioned here that about ten years ago 
Major Smith placed before the publio a series of calculations showing the grounds on which 
he considered the present Jubilee bridge at Hooghly not safe. Mr. Molesworth, the then 
Consulting Engineer to the Government of India was, in consequence, appointed to report 
upon the matter, and though he supported Mr. (now Sir) Bradford Leslie s0 far as to say 
that a certain amount of elasticity was necessary for the safety of the yg le he at the 
same time directed that the speed of ‘Irains while passing over the e should be 
ted by running them slowly. From this it was evident that Mr. Molesworth, too, 
considered that there was some cause of apprehension. Since the construction of the Brid 
a heavy shoal or foreshore has formed on the left bank of the river, thus contracting the 
waterway and consequent scouring of the bed. To guard against this evil heaps of ballast 
are being ae into the bed from time to time and spprehonsion of central piers being 
’ ined is still entertained by some professional men. 
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But if the construction of such a bridge be decided upon, the next question is, Where 
should it be erected? What is the most convenient and 
tier of the Deputy Conversa ser, desirable site? I cannot decide in favour of Howrah ; for a 
‘April 1898, : bridge, especially a permanent railway bridge, at that place 
would not be so safe, being more liable to cyclonic and: tidal 
disturbances, as one higher up the river In this counexion we may-consider the dangers 
apprehended by Captain K. W. Petley, Deputy Conservator of the Port of Caloutta, who - 
says——"‘my long experience with the river and its bed leads me to say that in the interest of 
the port I will press upon the Commissioners to resist all they can such a dangerous experi- 
mont.to.the.port. Ifa bridge is to be built let it be taken some distance higher up, certainly 
above the northern limits of the port.” The bridge would have to be on a very high level, 
and ‘édnsequently ‘the lines connecting it with the Railways on both sides of the river would 
have to be constructed on an equally high l-vel; and this would be not only highly expensive 
but a source of great incovvenience to p.ssengers, as the height of the platforms of the pro- 
posed central station from the street would be nnusually great. 
For these reasons, as well as for other reasons to be mentioned below, Chitpore appears 
Fo eu es to supply the most suitable site for the bridge. The cost 
inalts, Mynne's epinion in the proveed- of q bridge below Chitpore would be much less than that of 
one below Howrah, as the latter will require much bigger 
spens than the former. Also, the bridge, if erected at Chitpore, sotild be most easily con- 
nected with the Hastern Bengal State Railway which extends right up to the bank of the 
rivor at that place, while a short line running from Sulkea to Howrah, and constructed at 
a comparatively cheaper cost, would connect it with E. I, and B-N. Railways. When 
Sir Bradford Leslie launched the project of the Jubilee bridge Mr. Duff Bruce who was then 
Engineer to the Calcutta Port ‘Trust published a pansphlet showing that for such a bridge 
Chitpore was a much better site than Hooghly or uny other place. But the advantages of 
having the bridge at Chitpore will be more obvious when we proceed to consider—

improving sanitation. Its action would be to obstruct.a highly important thoroughfare, It 
is very Ueely also that complicated legal questions would arise, as the owners of houses on 
land along the road would have their property very much depreciated in value.” And what 
is the necessity of such a central line, when we have a complete network of tram lines to 
link up the centre of the town with its remotest corners, aud which serve every purpose: of 
j assoager traffic within the town? And this purpose again will be still furthered with 
the introduction of the proposed electric tram lines. Also this line would necessitate the. 
one of the permanent bridge a¢ Howrah, which, is, as we have seen, very far from 
esirable. . 


If we can’place any reliance on the opinions of such experts as the Deputy Conser- 
vator to the Port Commissioners, then the present Floating Bridge at Ho is almost 
as good as new and will, with such repairs as have hitherto been made by changing a pon- 
woon ono year, and anotier the next year, and also renewing its other parts occasionally, 
continue to render the same service for years to como, as it has done in the t. For this 
reason as well as for the purpose of providing facilities for passenger and wheeled traffic, I 
would lot it stand as it is and where it is. Thus we see that there is no real necessity or 
desirability of having a line ranning right through the heart of Calcutta, But if it is found 
desirable to give additional facilities to passenger traffic, then the proposed ling may be made 
to run round ubout Calcutta, along the bank of the Qiroular Canal or by the Circular Road, 
with small passenger and goods stations at short distanges and in suitable localities, This . 
would not only materially diminish the amount of outlay, but. in conjunctica with the elec: 
tric trams, would confer a great boon on the subarban aud town population, Indian mer- 
obaits, having big godowns on the banks of the canal, would also be highly benefited by this 
ling, in the same way as the merchants having similar godowns and warehouses. on. the 
Culoutta side of the Hooghly, are benefited by the Port Trust Railway.

definite opinion on the matter. In this connection it may be pointed out that the argument 
that the Howrah-Bankura line would mect the increased volume of trade consequent on the 
opening of the more direct route to Calcutta vid the Grand chord does not epee to be 
sound.

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4. Babu Joy Gobind Law's Note. 


I quite admit that a bridge and railway near Caloutta will be required at no distant 
future, but I do not think that time has yet arrived. The existing Jubilee Bridge at 
Hooghly, according to my information, is quite sufficient to meet all demands upon it at 
present, and will bo so, I understand, for some years yet. In this connection I should wish 
to point out that the blocks, which lately occurred on the East Indian Railway, were not 
owing toany want of sufficient means of access to the Docks, but to the unusual pressure of 
traffic, which the Railway, on the one hand, was unable to carry for want of an adequate 
supply of wagons, and, on the other hand, to insufficient accommodation and absence of 
proper arrangements at the Docks. This fact is sometimes lost sight of, and it is erroneously 
hese that an alternative route to the Docks is urgently required to remedy this state of 
things. 

2, As soon, however, as it became clearly apparent that a second route to the Docks 
was required, it would be forthe Railways to combine and carry out the necessary works. 
tar Abr it is rather going too far to expect the Railways to levy a toll for the benefit of a 
thi y- 

8. In the sixth paragraph of the Committeo’s reference is made to the toll that 
was imposed in the first instance for the building of the Howrah bridge, but which was sub- 
sequently taken off, and the i F war hie the Hast Indian Railway; and this fact is 
assumed as furnishing a — toll required by the Syndicate. It appears to me, 
however, to be carrying the it too far to seek to mae a measure which only concerned 
an expenditure of about twenty-three lakhs of rupees (which was the oost of the Howrah 
Bridge) to works which are variously estimated at from over four to seven crores. 


4. Regarding the question of a site for a permanent —— , it seems to me that 
bridge somewhere at oul pare would be preferable to one in Calcutta for reasons which ue 
be briefly stated as follow, viz. :—

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5. The suburban eer for whose special benefit the project of a passenger-station 
is ayowedly put forward, will not, as far as I can see, bo in a relatively botter position than 
they are in at present. Champatollah is not half a mile from Sealdah, and dwellers in the 
riparian wards, the trading centres of Caloutta, will be at a disadvantage, and will have just 
cause of complaint. The suggestion in the Committee’s report about platform stations on an 
elevated railway will not, T believe, reduce the cost of the scheme, but will add to it; for it 
appears to me that in any case a largo station somewhere is a necessity of the scheme.
